Ὑ the fauit fines of the Pacific Coast 
are giving this research high priority. 

In this century earthquakes have devastat- 
ed art treasures. churches and cultural sites 
in Italy, Yugoslavia, China, Indonesia, Iran. 
Armenia. Peru, Guatemala and northern 
Califomia. The losses — financial and cul- 
tural — have been incalculable. 

In many regions, art objects stand vulner- 
able to damage from even mild earthquakes. 
Earthquake mitigation aims to change that. 
“There are over 30,000 museums in the 
world, with some 3,000 just in the United 
States.” says Luis Monreal, a cultural con- 
sultant at UNESCO in Paris and the former 
director of the Getty Conservation Institute. 
“The number of art objects runs into the 
millions. To adequately protect at least a

portion of these cultural riches. we need 
affordable measures and affordable earth- 
quake protection procedures. We must ar- 
rive at low-cost, low-tech solutions," 

Few other art museums can afford the 
extensive research and protective measures 
taken by the Getty, which has an endowment 
of $3.5 billion. Developing s Aphrodite's iso- 
Jator cost the museum $20,000. according to 
jeny Podany. conservator of antiquities. 
Each year the antiquities section alone 
spends nearly $40,000, not including staff 
time, on earthquake protection materials, 

Getty specialists have also developed a 
range of inexpensive low-tech techniques 
and materials to help museums, galleries and 
even collectors protect their treasures. 
Through seminars, monographs and infor- 
mal contacts, the Getty shares its techniques 
with other California museums. which in 
turn share their research with the Getty, 
making it the United States's foremost store- 
house of information about earthquake miti- 
gation in the field of art. 

For several years, much of this research 
remained in the realm of the hypothetical. But 
on Oct. 17, 1989, the new techniques got ἃ test 
run on one very powerful shake table. The San 
Francisco earthquake registered as high as 7.1 
on the Richter scale in some places. and it was

Parker Lil, director of the Fine 
Arts Museums (made up of the de Young and 
Asian museums as well as the Palace of the 
Legion of Honor) says the earthquake forced 
the institutions to rethink their priorities. 

In the 1970s and 1980s, the museums 
concentrated on bringing in traveling exhibi- 
tions and expanding membership and collec- 
tions, Parker says. But the quake caused 
some structural damage to the de Young 
Museum and Legion of Honor, and the mu- 
seums will now spend tens of millions of 
dollars to reinforce buildings and to take 
additional measures to protect permanent 
collections.
